He showed the benefits of municipal 
ownership in the infinitelv better con­ 
dition of the cities of Great Britain, 
than those of this country.

Kingdom 185 municipalities that sup­ 
ply their inhabitants with water, with 
iia* and electric light, and one-third ot 
the street railway mileage of Great 
Britain is owned by the municipalities. 
Leaving out London, it amounts to two 
thirds. 
And in most instances in 
which they do not own the street rail­ 
ways, they have compelled the com­ 
panies to grant low fares and divide 
protits. 
“Everywhere the tendency is toward 
collective ownership and enterprise, 
and so satisfactory h as this been found 
that where once tried the public will 
tolerate no other method.” 
.Mr. Altgeld declared that the same 
reasons which compelled the British 
peui» le to make a change ex ists here, 
and we should follow their ex ample. 
Mr. Altgeld then detailed the condi­ 
tion of the miners, resulting from low 
Wages and scant work.

government should say; ‘The constant 
re> urrence of these disturbances of lu- 
dastrial and economic disputes between

trious of my people to be reduced to 
such a low position that they will be

These people should have living wages,

dpnce they can support their families 
and educate their children. Gn thei 
other hand, the owners of the coal 
mines should have a reasonable income 
from their property.

I can, and where I cannot I will have i 
their value ascertained by fair trial and 
pay the owner, so that every man w ill;

Nkw Orlkan's, Sept 7.—The Louis­ 
iana state board of health kept faith 
with its sister bodies of the .south and 
the rest of the country w hen it made 
official announcement as a result of a 
careful autopsy that Raoul Gelpi, IB 
years old. had died of yellow fever. 
Gelpi was the sou of proiumeut {» eople 
here and had been spending some time 
at Ocean Springs, where hi- was tiikeu 
down with fever and biought iiome 
here. 
Soon alter arriving, ae.spite the 
best medical attention, he died. 
Ur. rUeurd, the physician in charge, 
immediately reported to the Ix iard of 
health and ex pressed the opinion that 
death was due to yellow fever. 
This 
afternoon an autopsy proved that Dr. 
Theard’s idea of yeliorw fever was cor­ 
rect. Steps were tiromptly taken to 
prevent a possible spreail of the dis­ 
ease 
As the case was one of impor­ 
tation the uoctors ex iK-essed confidence 
that they would be able to check the 
spread of the tiisease 
The death of Young Gelpi naturally 
caused no little ex citement in the city 
among the public. Physicians, how­ 
ever, ex press no appraheusioii 
and 
stated their belief that it was quite 
pos.sible to arrest a spread of the fever. 
The l)oard ordered a rigid quarantine 
against all points on the gulf coast and 
had taken every precaution to guard all 
avenues of communication aguin.st the 
entry into the city of person from 
Ocean ,''priugs, Bilox i or other points 
on the sound, which it was thought the 
fever might reach. 
During the week ending Aug. 20 re­ 
ports leached President Olliphant of 
the board of health of the prevalence 
of sickness at Ocean >priiigs, the nature 
of which was iii doubt. 
Dr. Olli[>huut. 
with a member of tne board of liealth, 
went there and learned that there had 
been up to that time some too cases. 
Of tnese there had been only one or 
two deaths, but in two eases the symp­ 
toms were so suspicious as to give rise 
to the belief tliat the fever was of a 
violent type. 
I r. Olliphant then brought on Drs. 
Uzarnowski and Solomon of the board 
of ex perts and Dr. Patton, secretary of 
the hoard ot health, all ex perienced m 
the treatment of yellow rever. They 
visited some eleven patients and after 
a careful and thorough ex amination 
and investigation unanimously reached 
the 
conclusion 
that the fever was 
dengue. 
The physicians agreed that 
none of the cases up to then show-ed 
any symptonii that would even lead to 
a suspicion of more serious disease. 
All these physicians have had ex peri­

The pri'sent action in Argentina was 
foreshadowed by Senor Merou in an 
official note W’hich he sent to Secretary 
Sherman some time ago.

which threatened Argentine wiKil. He 
also presented a staiemeiit on the con­ 
dition of the trade between the coun­ 
tries, which he said showed that the 
main articles sent by Argentine to the 
United Stales are wool, hides, goat 
skins and bristles.

He showed the benefits of m unicipal 
ownership in the infinitely better con­ 
dition of the cities of Great Britain, 
than those of this country. 
Said he 
•There are at present in the U nited 
Kingdom 185 m unicipalities that sup­ 
ply their inhabitants w ith water, with 
gas and electric light, and one-third of 
the street railw ay m ileage of Great 
Britain is owned by the m unicipalities. 
Leaving out London, it am ounts to two 
thirds. 
And in 
most 
instances 
in 
which they do not owu the street rail­ 
ways, they have compelled the com 
Dames to grant low’ fares and divide 
profits. 
"Everywhere the tendency is toward 
collective ownership 
and enterprise, 
aud so satisfactory has this been found 
that where once tried the public will 
tolerate no other m ethod.”

Soon atter arriving, uespite the 
best medical attention, he died. 
Dr. Theard, the physician hi charge, 
im m ediately reported to the board of 
health and expressed the opinion that 
death was due to yellow fever. 
This 
afternoon an autopsy proved that Dr. 
Theard’s idea of yellow fever was cor­ 
rect. 
8tep* w'ere promptly takeu to 
prevent a possible spread of the dis­ 
ea se . 
As tile case was one of impor­ 
tation the doctors expressed confidence 
that they would be able to check the 
spread of the disease. 
The death of 5 oung Gelpi naturally 
caused uo little excitem ent in the city 
among the public. 
Physicians, how­ 
ever, express no 
apprehension 
and 
stated their belief that it was quite 
possible to arrest a spread of the fever. 
The tioard ordered a rigid quarantine 
against all points on the gulf coast and 
had takeu every precaution to guard all 
avenues of communication against the 
entry into the city of

Ocean Springs, Biloxi or other points 
ou the sound, which it was thonght the 
fever might reach. 
During the week ending Aug. 20 re­ 
ports leached President Olliphant of 
the board Of health of the prevalence 
of sickness at Ocean Springs, the nature 
of winch was in doubt.

a careful and thorough exam ination 
and investigation unanimously reached 
the 
conclusion 
that the fever was 
dengue. 
The physicians agreed that 
none of the cases up to then showed 
any symptoms that would even lead to 
a susniciou of more serious disease. 
A ll these physicians have had experi­ 
ence in yellow fever epidemics aud are

U ntil very recently we were quite in 
ignorance cif how these 7 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 Afro- 
A m encaus live, what they do, their 
health conditions, and the like. 
There 
was much 
wild speculation, but ne 
trustw orthy data upon which to base 
conclusions. 
This is no longer true. 
The experim ent stations of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture are in­ 
forming us in bulletins, regularly is­ 
sued, of the kind, quality aud amount 
of food Afro Americans consume in the 
rural districts of the south. 
The Johns 
Hopkins university at Baltim ore has 
had investigated their farm holdings 
aud m ortgage indebtedness, the Atlanta 
university is conducting a systematic 
investigation 
into 
th eir 
social aud 
physical condition in the cities, aud the 
Hampton 
aud Tuskegee conferences, 
held annually, throw a flood of light 
on the subject by giving the farmers 
themselves an opportunity to testify av 
to their condition and prospects 
The 
federal departm ent of labor is also tak 
mg a hand in the m atter and bas issued 
several helpful bulletins. 
With all these agents actively at work 
gathering the facts aud putting them 
into bandy reference form, we shall 
soon know vastly more about the Afro 
Americans of the southern oities aud 
rural district* than we do about the 
w hite population of the same eectiou— 
indeed, th at is almost the oase now. 
A tlanta university has issued a pam­ 
phlet embodying the proceedings of the 
second conference for the study of prob 
lerns concerning negro city life, dealing 
especially w ith the social aud physical 
condition of negroes rn cities. 
The sta 
tistics gathered in this publication and 
the opinions and conclusions advanced 
have the m erit of having been gathered 
aud put forw ard by Afro American 
graduates of A tlanta university and 
other Afro-American schools of higher 
learning. 
The nature, scope and thor 
oughness w ith which the work was per­ 
formed are w orthy OI notice here. 
In the course of these manifold in­ 
vestigations it has beeu discovered aud 
pointed out that the negro has much to 
fear from the death rate aud the dis 
eases producing it. 
L. M. Henshaw of W ashington has 
collated and analyzed the vital statin 
tics of A tlanta, Baltimore, Charleston. 
Memphis and Richmond. Mr Henshaw 
Ands that iu the five cities covered by 
bis investigations the excessive mortal 
ity of Afro-Americans was due to pul 
nionary, scrofulous and infantile dis 
eases. 
He says that these principal 
causes of excessive m ortality ale nieii 
tical in all the large cities. 
He there­ 
fore makes the following table tot 
Charleston, Memphis aud 
Richmond 
combined and gives the average deal Ii 
rate per 1 0 ,000 for a period of 15 years,

The Operation »od It, A fter KITert, Pro- 
dnrtlvr of E xtrem e Torture. 
Professor McCall, for many years 
principal of the Glasgow Veterinary 
college, srs aking of the practice of dis 
horning rattle, said: “ I bare heard the 
evidence of Professor W aller, and I 
agree with him th at the operation is 
one of extreme torture at the time and 
afterward. There must be more or less 
pain until the wound is entirely healed. 
Under the most favorable circumstances 
it must be painful for ten days. 
The 
operation does not benefit the anim al in 
the least nor the flesh as food. 
But if 
the anim al is vicious I consider it suffi­ 
cient to remove the tips of the horns. 
I 
have known of an anim al from which 
the tips of the hornsTfad been removed 
to take to butting again, but very rare­ 
ly. 
Even then ha did not do much 
damage. ” 
George Andrew Leper, fellow of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
said: ” 1 consider the practice of dis­ 
horning cruel because it causes fearful 
pain and is absolutely unnecessary. 
I 
have heard the previous evidence and 
agree with it. ” 
Professor W illiam Pritchard of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
London, and for 20 years professor at 
the Royal V eterinary college, Camden 
Town, had heard the previous evidence 
and agreed that tile operation tortures 
the animal and is unnecessary. 
Professor Cox, Fellow of the Royal 
College of V eterinary Burgeons and for 
some time its president, said, “ In ray 
opinion dishorning is extremely cruel 
and quite unnecessary. ” 
Professor J. Maoqueen, for ten years 
professor at the Glasgow College of 
Veterinary Surgeons and afterw ard at 
the Royal V eterinary college, Camden 
Town, said: 
"T h e 
operation is not 
necessary, and, if performed 
at 
all, 
should be done on the anim al before it 
is 6 or 8 months old. That prevents the 
horns growing, and the operation is 
com paratively painless. ” —Our A nim al 
Friends. 
DIAGNOSIS BY G E S T U R E . 


Different DI ****** Produce d ia m e te r I* tic 
Movement* o f the Limb*. 
A medical paper in a recent issue has 
described the characteristic movements 
of the limbs made by persons suffering 
from different diseases. The gestures of 
the patient when asked to locate his 
pain not only indicate its seat, but de­ 
scribe its character. 
Thus, if the pain 
be in the chest and distributed over a 
large area the sufferer sweeps the palm 
of his baud over bi* chest w ith a c ir­ 
cular motion, but should the pain be 
local he first draw s his im lid away from 
the body aud then, w ith lie index fin­ 
ger outstretched and the others curved 
cautiously, approaches the spot where 
the trouble if. In appendicitis he holds 
the palm of the baud over the diseased 
area without touching the skin. 
When 
suffering from violent noninflamm atory 
pains, the patient slaps the abdomen. 
A child who com plains of continuous 
pain iii the stomach, when there is no 
tenderness 
on 
pressure 
is probably 
afflicted w ith disease of the spine. 
In 
hip joint disease the pain w ill be re­ 
ferred to at a point inside the knee. With 
violent diffused noninflam m atory pain 
in the leg the patient grasps the lim b 
affected. 
If it be a shooting pain, be 
w ill point at the place w ith one finger. 
The pain of hepatic neuralgia 
or 
shingles is indicated w ith the thum b 
or forefinger. In joint pains the patient 
approaches the seat of trouble cautiously 
w ith the hand fiat. 
A curious case is quoted of a patient 
complaining of a severe headache. 
Be­ 
ing asking in what part of the head it 
was, he answered, 
‘‘The to p ,” and 
when further questioned as to the exact 
spot pressed hiR finger on the side above 
the cheek bone. This he did three times, 
though declaring th at the seat of the 
pain was exactly on the top of the head. 
The cause of the trouble was found to 
be a bad tooth.

I found a stubborn awkward­ 
ness in the mov ements of my p up ils’ 
feet 
Looking for the cause, I found 
that many of them were p ig eontoed. 
In others one foot was correct and the 
other turned in. 
“ In teaching correct breathing I bad 
to inv estig ate the condition of the nasal 
p assag es. 
Then I found that wherev er 
the p erson was p ig eontoed in the rig ht 
foot the rig ht nostril was stop p ed up or 
otherwise deformed. 
It was the same 
with the left foot or nostril. 
If both 
nostrils were defectiv e, both feet were 
p ig eon t-oed. 
At one time I ex amined 26 p ersons, 
and ev ery one of them was p ig eontoed 
in the left foot, with a corresp onding 
defect in the left nostril. 
At another 
time I ex amined ov er 40 with a v iew to 
testing my discovery . Some of them had 
well dev elop ed nostrils and were not at 
all p ig eontoed. 
Some had ov erw ide! 
nostrils, with ov erwide ang les at the 
feet to corresp ond.

Ear­ 
ly in October the Yukon beg ins to be 
covered with ice, thoug h it is not folly 
ice bound until late in November. So 
the round is comp leted. 
One serious dang er menaces the larg e 
p op ulation now p ouring into the dis­ 
trict. 
The up p er Yukon is a country 
where subsistence has alway s been diffi­ 
cult The first p arty which ev er reached 
it—that under Robert Camp bell of the 
Hudson Bay comp any , who named the 
Pelly riv er—thoug h comp osed of season­ 
ed v oy ag eurs, was, if tradition be reli­ 
able, forced to sup p ort life by cannibal­ 
ism before it could reach help . In 1866, 
uot more than 8 00 Indians were able to 
find subsistence between Fort Yukon 
and Fort Selkirk. 
The abundant fish 
and g ame of the lower Yukon are ab­ 
sent 
The riv er steamers av ailable for 
transp ortation cannot, during the re­ 
mainder of the p resent season, carry np 
to Dawson City much more food than 
t will sup p ly its p resent p op ulatiou 
It 
seems imp robable that any larg e p ro­ 
p ortion of the p eop le now hurry ing over 
the Chilkat p ortag e can transp ort—if 
indeed they p ossess—-food enoug h to 
carry them ov er the winter and up to ! 
the arriv al of summer sup p lies from the 
lower Yukon. 
Very serious hardship s, and even 
p robable starv ation, therefore, confront 
the rash and foolhardy who p ush for­ 
ward without p rop er sup p lies into a re­ 
g ion whose limitations they do not real­ 
ize.

If he is unfaithful to her, she cannot di­ 
vorce him (in England) unless he has 
also com m itted the ungentlem anly sin 
of persona] cruelty, and in all cases of 
divorce and separation it is a m an’s 
reading of the man made laws that en­ 
tirely decides not only the case, bot the 
consequences, as to the custody of the 
children and the amount of alimony. 
And if, despairing of justice, the faith ­ 
ful w ife endures patiently through life 
for the sake of her children’s future, 
the English law permits an unfaithful 
husband and father at death to w ill 
away every penny of his property from 
his w ife aud children to a charity, a 
stranger or a mistress, possibly leaving 
those whom the law made his depend­ 
ents dependent on the ratepayers of his 
parish. This is not possible in Scotland, 
nor was it formerly possible in England. 
The law of dower protected the widow 
until this century, when men tinkered 
the law s so as to gain a larger latitude 
for them selves. 
The operation of this 
m asculine privilege often gives oppor­ 
tunity for cruel oppression not dreamed 
of by right minded men. 
In fact, it is 
only because the large majority of men 
are better than the law s allow them to 
be that society is possible.— H um anita­ 
rian.

of Foolhardy Prospectors. 


For the use of travelers in the K lon­ 
dike region ordinary woolen clothing 
for the body and leather boots for the 
feet are utterly unsuitable and can be 
worn only at serious risk 
Indian snow 
shoes are essential 
The Norwegian va 
riety is worthless. 
As the season advances the snow set­ 
tle*. and at night a firm crust forms. 
The most favorable months for travel­ 
ing are March and April. The m idw in­ 
ter days are short, with sunlight in 
some latitudes from IO in the morning 
to 8 in the afternoon 
When necessary, 
one oan travel fairly well by starlight 
and m oonlight over the snowy tundra, 
but uot in the woods. In May the snow 
is wet and heavy and travel difficult. 
Fools of water and the first mosquitoes 
then begin to appear. 
By May 20 the 
river burets its bonds of ice and floods 
the lowlands, ice, debris and broken 
timber pouring, with a grinding noise, 
headlong toward the sea For at least a 
week navigation is impossible. 
Hummer, sw ift footed, trips upon the 
heels of winter. 
The son pours down 1 
with a violence not soon forgot, though 
In the shade it is always cool. 
The cry 
of the brant, northward bound, is con­ 
tinually beard, and myriads of smaller 
waterfowl appear on every hand 
All 
the minor forms of life native to the 
if f ^ n or migrants from the south with 
Ming suddenness people the copses 
and pervade the air. Vegetation springs 
iuto leaf and flower at. a bouud, and 
with hardly a hint of spring summer is 
upon us. 
Mosquitoes, the pest of the north, ap­ 
pear iii clouds. 
Except in midstream or 
where a brisk breeze is blowing life 
w ithout a net and leather gloves is 
misery 
The Indians smear their faces 
w ith a mixture of grease and charcoal 
and paddle w ith a smudge on a square 
of turf iu the bows of their birch canoes. 
The caribou, moose aud bear, driven 
from the thickets, plunge into the river 
for 
a temporary 
respite 
Curiously 
enough, duriug three summers black 
flies and midges, so plentiful to the 
eastward, were encountered only once 
on the Yukon 
Possibly oear its head­ 
waters our luck would have been worse 
The records show that the lower Yu­ 
kon valley has a summer temperature 
much in excess of that normal to the 
latitude. 
As the days are long, the 
traveler w ill prudently sleep at noon, 
and utilize for his work the cooler hours 
when the suu sweeps low along the 
northern horizon aud the mosquitoes 
are less active 
Frosts appear in mid-September. Ear­ 
ly iii October the Yukon begins to be 
covered with ice, though it is not fully 
ice bound until late in November. 
So 
the rouud is completed. 
One serious danger menaces the large 
population now pouring into the dis 
triot. 
The upper Yukon is a country 
where subsistence has always been dtffl 
cult. The first party which ever reached 
it— that under Robert Campbell of the 
Hudson Bay company, who named the 
Felly river— though composed of season 
ed voyageurs, was, if tradition be reli­ 
able, forced to support life by cannibal­ 
ism before it could reaob help 
In 1866, 
uot more than 800 Indians were able to 
find subsistence between Fort Yukon 
and Fort Helkirk. 
The abundant fish 
and game of the lower Yukon are ab 
sent. 
The river steamers available for 
transportation cannot, during the re­ 
mainder of the present season, carry up 
to Dawson C ity uauoh more food than 
w ill supply its present population 
It 
seems improbable that any large pro­ 
portion of the people now hurrying over 
the Chilkat portage can transport— if 
indeed they 
possess— food enough to 
carry them over the winter and up to 
the arrival of summer supplies from the 
lower Yukon. 
Very serious hardships, 
and even 
probable starvation, therefore, confront 
the rash and foolhardy who push for- j 
ward without proper supplies into a re­ 
gion whose lim itations they do not real- 
ize 
Fortunately, it is likely that many 
of those least prepared for the under­ 
taking w ill never get over the divide, 
and w ill be obliged to remain in south­ 
eastern Alaska, where the rush to Elon 
dike w ill have left open many opportu­ 
nities for employment. 
Were it other­ 
wise, the com ing winter and spring 
would probably furnish 
material f^r 
tragedy 
Even as it is, the circum 
stances offer ground for very grave ap­ 
prehensions.— Professor W. H Dali in 
September Forum.

Mr. Morgan was a member of the

gineers and the American Meteorolog­ 
ical society. 
Ile was president of the 
Alliance City Savings bank, a trustee 
of Mt. Union college, a trustee of the 
Alliance Building company. A num ber 
of years ago he Built the Morgan g ym ­ 
nasium at Mr. Union college. 
He was 
a Rebublicau and always took an active 
interest in party work. 
Ile was a close friend of President 
McKinley, from whom the family re 
ceived a message expressing profound 
sympathy.
